“How could I read a report that | 
wasn't made?”, W. J. Williams 
(Vet.Edmonton) asked in the 
Legislative Assembly Tuesday af- 
ternoon when Hon. Dr. W. W.

“THE REPORT that you read was 
not the report which would be tabl- 
ed in the house” Dr. Cross ans- 
wered. 

“T'll say it wasn't!” the veteran's 
representative retorted. 

Administration of mental instit- 
utions in the province came to the 
fore after the assembly opened and 
Hon. Lucien Maynard, KC, at-| 
torney - general, laid on the table | 
of the house a letter signed by) 
three leading officials of the de-| 
partment of health. This said | 
that conditions in the mental | 
institutions were as represented | 
iby Dr. Cross during the budget | 
debate. 

In tabling the letter from the) 
officials, Mr. Maynard read from 
a Calgary newspaper that the vet- | 
eran member had said that Dr. | 
Cross’ speech was a “masterpiece | 
of premeditated lying.” 

THIS STATEMENT had been 
made by Mr. Williams, the attorney- 
general! said, after Dr. Cross had 
explained that he got his informat- 
ion from the superintendents con- 
cerned, from the Dominion bureau | 
of statistics and after he had read 
a letter from the American College 
of Surgeons. 

The statement tabled by the 
attorney-general carried the sig- 
natures of Dr. R. M. Bow, deputy 
minister of health, Dr. R. R. Mac- 
Lean, supervisor of mental instit- 
utions in Alberta, and Dr. W. J 
McAlister, superintendent of the 
Oliver Mental Institute. 

All of these said they had check- 
ed the statements of the minister 
and found them to be true.

The amendment also provides 
that a person shall be entitled 
to be heard either personally or 
through a solicitor in his applicat 
ion to the courts.

There were a few cases in which 
Alberta children had been adopt-
